JTankfort, Ky., December 28.— Tho 
biennial report ot Proteaaor McHonry 
Rfaoads, city school aupenrlaor, ahowa 
that there ore 400 high schools for 
whito pupils In the staie. The total 
cost ot the high school buUdlnga and 
grounds is placed at |6,0M,<UJt: lib- 
raries, 189,086.42; laboratory equip- 
ment, $147,846.42, and manual training 
and home economics $151,239.20. 

Tho enrollment ot the 400 high 
schools Is tiSK. There are 289 flrst 
class and iS8 second class high 
schools In the state. 

Manual training Is taught In forty- 
Ove high schools, home econnmlcH In 
forty-one and agrioultnre in ninety 
seven. During tho present year thera 
are 1448 teachers in the high schools, 
ot which S97 are college graduates attd ' 
328 normal school graduates. 

Last year 2,349 pupils Taduuted 
from tho high aohools, and of this 
number 60» are atteadlnc ooUihb sji<I 
8(5 are at schools wfaeri prteelpala 
give supervision. 

Tho total amount derived from tui- 
tion fees aggregates $118,184.82; toul 
amount apent for high achool por- 
poaea, $686,894.60; total amount (or 
incldentsals, $127,636.33. and the total 
amount for salaries, Inclading teach 
ers and principals, $898,869.90. 

In 1918 Uiere w«rre S90 Ugii achooU 
with a total enrollment of 22,217 aa 
compared to 21,255 for 1919. Bight 
more teachers are engaged In high 
school work this year than laat The 
avoraM coat ot a pupil in the high 
aekool la eaUmated at IM, wnue the 
bbkeat cost U placed at $178 and the 
I«met-8U.
